* What a contrast u rban renewal in to the prin­ 
ciples of integration. It is not only u nfortu nate 
bu t it presents a situ ation that is difficu lt to 
u nderstand.

Speaking a 
week ago abou t the nation's militiiry organi/a- 
tions, the Pre.sidenl was strong and firm in his 
assertion that reorganization was needed in the 
defense organization. “ Soon my own conclu sions 
will be finalized,” he said. “ I shall promptly 
take su ch execu tive action as is necessary and. 
In a separate message, I shall present appro­ 
priate recommendations to Congress.” 
★ 
The President was applatided from nearly all 
qu arters for the.se words of encou ragement. 
It 
looked from what he said as thou gh a mes.sy sit­ 
u ation in the Pentagon was going to get imme­ 
diate and high-level attention. 
The bitter and 
costly service rivalrie.s were 
going to be eliminated. The 
pa.st w’BSte of manpower and 
loss to the .service.'* of valu ­ 
able personnel were going to 
be stopped before more damage was done. This,, 
however, was evidently mit the right interpreta­ 
tion of the President’s word. For at his last con­ 
ference with newsmen, Eisenhower said that his 
own idea of what shou ld be done, “no m atter how 
strong, cannot be the final answer.” He said the 
final answer mu st be worked ou t after many con­ 
ferences in which the views of Congress and the 
three armed services will be sou ght. The Presi­ 
dent reminded his listeners that his term will 
expire m three years and whatever plan is 
adopted mu st extend beyond that time. The two 
separate discu ssions of the m atter by the Presi­ 
dent leave two different views.of what might be 
expected in the fu tu re.

The l>e!Si gu arantee of an u noorru pted REA 
program a.s a pu blic endeavor is the continu ed 
protection of its pu blic credit sou rce at u n­ 
wavering interest rates. 


The RKA movement is not nor ever was a 
Washington project. It is a largely volu nteer 
movement by grass roots farm people, mostly 
u npaid, to give electrical .service to ru ral area.s. 
iJectrification was achieved in a su bmarginal 
field that was iinUiu ched by private u tilities who 
dou bted the economic valu e of the ventu re as 
a program su bject lo private investment and 
credit costs. It was, therefore, a combination 
of haixi free will work and planning by farmers 
encou raged and aided by low interest long term 
loans by tlie Ru ral Electrification Administra­ 
tion. 


Electric u tilities are not bu ilt over night nor 
freed from the requ irements of credit in a short 
pernxl. The government’s plt*dge to walk all the 
way in terms of credit with the farm ers who 
in the past have and in the fu tu re expect to 
continu e to make the sacrifice of work ami 
planning is not something to treat lightly. 


It is imconscu Miable at tiiis de<‘{>ly com- 
mitted stage to consider walking ou t on the

It appeared from his romarks to Congress that 
he personally was going to take rommand of (he 
situ ation and wou ld not be long in rerominending 
changes that wou ld cu re the ills of service 
rivalry.

by the services. As to the fact that Eisenhower 
feels relu ctant to make changes which a fu tu re 
administration will have to work with, the feel­ 
ing IS ridicu lou si What cou ld ever be accom­ 
plished if each President held su ch an opinion? 
Every President will eventu ally be followed by 
another bu t that is no excu se for failu re to make 
major decisions or changes when they are ob­ 
viou sly needed. The principles and concepts in- 
volved here are so basic and so enviou s that 
they are not even su bject to argu ment. Yet, the 
President hA chosen to follow a road leading 
in the opposite direction to this logic. If he per­ 
sists in his stand, a great deal of the cu rrent de­ 
fense effort will have been wasted. 


If nothing comes from the President on the 
organizational setu p fo r the services, Congress 
will surely step in to do what It feels is neces­ 
sary . This wou ld u nqu estionably lead to a po­ 
litical settlement and even more fighting and 
bickering between the services than now exists. 
By failing lo act as he believes, the President 
will no t make things any easier for his su ccessor, 
H ho fails to Initiate the needed changes, then 
( ongresa will and the next President will have 
to Uv o with that, like it or not. Therein lies tho 
paradox o f Eisenhower’s concern for lying u p 
a fu tu re administration.

Ike Switches From 


E arly Firm Stand 
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WASHI.NGTON —- At his press 
conference this week President Ei­ 
senhower doffed the battle dress of 
his State of the Union message and 
slipped back into the role of chair­ 
man of the board. 
The decisive tenor of the mes- 
sage was replaced with the famil­ 
iar du scu rsiveness. T he 
u nedited 
text of the press conference fu lly 
su pports the view of many re­ 
porters that in fact the President 
had u su al difficu lty in making the 
langu age serve him. 
Congress got the impression that 
the President intended to drive 
throu gh clear<nit Pentagon plans 
of his own from langu age like this: 
“ Strategic planning and control 
. . . mu st be done u nder u nified 
direction. To end interservice dis­ 
pu tes requ ires clear organization 
and decisive central direction.’’ 
To reporters, the President al­ 
most disavowed his special expe- 
rieiiee in military m atters and 
made it very plain that the “ deci­ 
sive central direction” wou ld not 
bear his brand. He said he w ou ld be 
commu nder-in-chief for a fixed pe­ 
riod, which w o u I d not exceed 
more than three more years, so 
hts convictions shou ldn’t be the 
final answer. He said there mu st 
be a consensu s with the cabinet, 
the Congress, the people that oper­ 
ate the services, that he wou ld 
be the last to ask for a detailed 
organization in which he believed. 


The President told Congress that 
“ we shou ld strive to finance the 


19 5 9 secu rity effort ou t 
of 
ex­ 
pected revenu es. We mu st apply 
stern tests of priority to other 
expenditu res, both civil and mili­ 
tary.” 


Pu t by reporters to a choice 
between deficit spending and rais­ 
ing taxes to maintain a balanced 
bu dget, the President .said his own 
feeling was that with a reasonable 
amou nt of expenditu res, even if 
that did mean somewhat u psetting 
of that precariou sly balanced bu d­ 
get, It wou ld be better than talk­ 
ing abou t a tax bill at this time. 
The President had responded so 
qu ickly and so clu m.'îily, 
one re­ 
porter decided to retu rn to the 
topic. 
The President repeated that some 
“ necessary deficit” 
w o u l d 
be 
better than to start the qu e.stion of 
tax-raising. If tax income lessened, 
he said, he wou ld want the econ­ 
omy lo have “a 
little 
needle’’ 
rather than a check rem on it. 
This is, of cou rse, government 
pu mp-priming, a theory Repu bli­ 
cans have long attribu ted to Demo­ 
crats and have rou ghly equ ated 
with original sin. 


The qu estion is being raised here 
as to which man is Mr. Eisen­ 
hower, the Janu ary 9 message or 
the Janu ary 15 press conference. 
Perhaps what he himself said to 
reporters is illu minating. 
He said with respect to his physi­ 
cal fu tu re that he wou ld carry on 
exactly as in the past and that 
the last five years had not been 
mu ch rou gher than he had antici­ 
pated. He said he was doing every, 
thing he possibly cou ld now in the 
way of consu ltation and commu ni­ 
cation to persu ade Congress and 
that he wou ld continu e to u rge- and 
argu e far more behind the scenes 
thai. in front.

Fate is often cruel to the beloved figures in the 
world of sports. 
Yet it can be just as kind to others. There seems to 
be no set formula. 
The latest figure to suffer destitution is Jimmy Foxx, one of the 
all-time great sluggers for the Philadelphia Athletics and the Boston 
Red Sox. 
Old Double X has been discovered penniless 
in Miami, unable to pay his rent and facing evic­ 
tion. 
Foxx estimates he earned some $250,000 dur­ 
ing his career, but in 1958 he’s on the rocks. By 
his own admissiOTi he “blew” most of the money. 
News of Jimmy’s troubles recalled the 19.55 
appearance of the Nebraska Cornhuskers m the 
Orange Bowl. 
A few days prior to the game, I met Foxx in a 
Miami cabaret. He gave no hint of being on the 
verge of financial ruin. At that time he was 
associated with Johnny Jones .Meats, a Coral 
Gables, Fia., business. Jimmy was working as a 
salesman and public relations representative. 
With a firm handshake, he joined our group and enjoyed an old- 
fashioned hot stove session. 
Foxx was particularly enthiused over the pro.spei’ts of entering 
into the field of Little League baseball. Whether he ever did, I don’t 
know. 
The Foxx case has parallels in sports, to be 
sure. Most famous, perhaps, is the plight of ,loe 
Louis, former heavyweight boxing king who made 
a fortune in the ring and has had to devote the 
later years of his life to paying off the federal 
government. 
Lady Luck weaves her magic in different 
ways. Some stars wind up broke, while others 
like Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig and Barney Ross 
have to battle illness. 
On the other side of the ledger are the Stan 
Musials, Ted Williams, Jack Dempseys, Gene 
Tunneys and Dizzy Deans who, through fame and 
wise management, find themselves on easy street. 
There is always one thing the great athLte who is down on his 
luck can look forward to, though. 
Whatever his plight, the public—fans who thrilled to his exploits 
when his world was rlghi-side-up—always rallies to his aid. Sym­ 
pathy seems to generate quickly when the word spreads that a re­ 
spected fellow is in a jam. 
No sooner was the word about Foxx made public than he re­ 
ceived a check for $4(K). There will be more money, of course. And 
many folks will help him find a spot from which to make a comeback. 
Genial Jimmy wiii no doubt find that he hasn't been forgotten. 
At least I hope so.

Writing in the cu rrent Archives 
of Dermatology, an American Med­ 
ical A tu m . pu Wicatioii, Dr. Bu rks 
said identification experts con­ 
sidered the post-pIaning finger­ 
prints of his two patients “worth­ 
less in establishing the identity of 
the su bject or even in their general 
classifications.” 
He added: 
“The resu lts herein reported will 
be somewhat disct^icerting to work­ 
ers in the field of identification 
who rely heavily on the ever in­ 
creasing bu lk of recorded prints 


and who advocate making u nivers­ 
al fingerprinting mandatory. 
Implications 
“The potential inconsistency of 
finierprints renders positive iden­ 
tification by this means u ncertain 
and thu s has legal implications 
which will u ndou btedly affect cer­ 
tain Ju dicial decisions.” 
Dr, Bu rks’ patients were treated 
with the high-speed electric brti^ 
to remove horny growths, cau sed 
by exposu re to arsenic in indu stry. 
Each had a growth on a finger 
tip. The bru sh abraded the skin 


throu gh tbe top layer or epidemis 
and part of the u nderlying dermal 
layer. The ctermal layer can be 
u sed for fingerprints. 
The skin doctor warned derma­ 
tologists against “the hazards of 
abetting criminals who seek their 
services far removal of their finger 
prints.” 
On the other band, he said, der­ 
matologists can aid law enforce­ 
ment officials by determining what 
medical reasons, if any, a su s­ 
pect may have for removing his 
prints.
